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On  comparing  the  statistics  in  Table  I.,  annexed,  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten  vears, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  Births  in  the  whole  district  has  fallen  from  155,  or  a  rate  of 
26'9,  to  150,  or  a  rate  of  25‘7  ;  and  that  the  Deaths,  which  averaged  74’9,  or  a  rate  of  12*1), 
ax-e  for  this  year  56,  or  a  rate  of  9*6,  which,  if  allowance  was  made  for  the  deaths  of 
5  premature  Infants  which  lived  less  than  24  hours,  and  2  weakly  Infants  living  one  day  and 
two  days  respectively,  would  be  reduced  to  49,  or  a  rate  of  8*4  for  all  other  causes. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Table  V.,  introduced  1905,  shows  that  of  the  12  deaths  of  Children 
under  one  year  of  age  8  lived  less  than  one  week;  and  that  the  Illegitimate  Births  number  5 
(a  decrease  of  2  ou  last  year),  and  that  no  Death  occurred  amongst  them.

Of  which  Measles,  Influenza,  Bronchitis  and  Rheumatism  form  the  chief  features,  with  a  few 
cases  of  Diarrhoea,  Mumps,  and  Chicken  Pox. 
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With  regard  to  the  Health  of  the  District  it  may  be  said  to  have  been  generally  good. 

Influenza  was  somewhat  prevalent,  at  intervals  during  the  year,  chiefly  in  the  earlier 
and  later  months.  Two  deaths  are  attributable  to  it  in  St.  Mary  Bourne,  one  being  an  aged 
person  and  the  other  an  infant;  in  both  cases  it  was  associated  with  Bronchitis. 

Sc  A  it  LET  Fever. — One  case  of  an  adult  was  notified  in  April  from  an  outlying  part  of 
the  St.  Mary  Bourne  Division.  This  case,  which  was  imported,  was  satisfactorily  isolated  at 
home.  No  other  case  is  known  to  have  occurred  in  this  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  viz.,  one  in  January  at  an 
outlying  house  in  the  Overton  Division,  this  case,  which  was  imported,  was  isolated  at  home  ; 
one  in  February  at  St.  Mary  Bourne,  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital ;  one  in  May  in 
Whitchurch,  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital;  one  (adult)  in  Overton  in  October,  isolated  at 
home  ;  one  in  November  in  Whitchurch  and  two  in  December,  all  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 
No  definite  cause  could  be  ascertained  for  these  cases,  but  the  last  three  cases  were  in  the  same 
locality,  which  was  at  the  time  very  damp,  and  in  one  instance  the  premises  were  directed  by 
your  Council  to  be  put  into  a  more  sanitary  condition. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  ill  April  ill  Overton,  for  which  no  definite 
cause  coidd  be  ascertained. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  were  notified  in  Whitchurch  in  January  and  one  in 
Overton  in  August ;  the  former  were  probably  associated  with  Influenza  and  the  latter  with  a 
close  and  offensive  closet.  The  usual  disinfection  was  carried  out. 

Measles  was  epidemic  ill  Whitchurch  in  July  and  necessitated  the  closing  of  the 
Schools  shortly  before  the  holidays,  during  which  time  the  Schools  were  disinfected  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances.  On  my  recommendation  the  various  Sunday  Schools  were  also  closed 

for  a  few  weeks. 

A  few  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  Mumps  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Phthisis  caused  three  deaths,  viz.,  two  in  Whitchurch  and  one  in  Overton  ;  and  Cancer 
six,  viz.,  three  in  Whitchurch,  one  in  Overton  and  two  in  St.  Mary  Bourne. 

During  the  year  five  patients  Avere  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  all  being  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  The  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  District  Council  and  its  accommodation  is  sufficient. 

Disinfection  of  premises,  bedding  and  clothing  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  and 
in  other  cases  as  recommended,  has  been  carefully  carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
and  disinfectants  supplied  as  required. 

As  regards  Drainage  there  is  no  regular  System  of  SeAverage,  but  in  the  more  populous 
places  in  Whitchurch  and  Overton,  through  Avhich  the  River  Test  flows,  drains  and  gutters 
have  been  laid  for  the  conveyance  of  surface  Avater,  usually  to  the  river.  Into  these  a  good 
deal  of  foul  matter  from  the  roads  finds  its  Avay,  and  also  slop  Avater  from  sinks  and  back 
premises,  but  in  no  instance  is  any  closet  kuoAvn  to  connect  Avitli  these  drains,  though  there 
are  still  some  feAV  closets  connected  Avitli  the  river,  Avhich  it  Avould  be  Avell  to  get  rid  of.  The 
plan  for  flushing  certain  drains  in  Whitchurch  by  means  of  an  inlet  from  the  river  still  appears 
to  work  Avell,  and  the  springs  which  flow  into  the  drain  in  a  part  of  its  course  aid  in  keeping  it 
clean  with  the  help  of  the  Scavenger,  avIio  siveeps  the  gutters  daily. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  is  by  Avells  and  tube  pumps,  the  latter  being  on  the 
increase  yearly,  and  more  attention  is  given  to  the  covering  of  Avells  and  raising  of  kerbs  so 
as  to  avoid  pollution  from  surface  water.  Samples  of  Avater  have  been  examined  irom  time  to 
time  and  defects  made  good,  certificates  for  supply  to  iicav  houses  being  granted  as  required. 
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During  the  year  considerable  improvement  lias  been  made  in  the  water  supply  for  the  bouses 
in  Bridge  Street,  Overton,  by  the  order  of  your  Council  that  every  owner  should  provide  a 
proper  supply  for  bis  bouses  in  that  locality,  which  has  been  carried  out  by  the  owners 

providing  tube  pumps,  but  at  present  two  are  not  satisfactorily  completed,  though  the  work  is 

in  hand.  In  June  the  water  from  a  well  for  two  houses  at  Dellance,  Overton,  was  found  to  be 
polluted  and  unfit  for  drinking,  the  well  was  twice  cleaned  out  and  a  sample  of  water 
subsequently  sent  by  the  Agent  of  the  property  to  the  County  Analyst,  whose  report,  dated 
August  17th,  I  saw  and  found  satisfactory. 

The  Disposal  op  Excrement  in  the  district  is  mainly  on  the  pail  system  or  cemented 
vaults,  and  the  contents  are  ordered  to  be  emptied  at  regular  intervals  by  the  scavenger  of  the 
localities  of  Whitchurch  and  Overton  and  carted  away,  the  St.  Mary  Bourne  locality  not 
requiring  a  scavenger.  House  refuse  and  rubbish  is  removed  by  the  scavenger  in  Whitchurch 
and  Overton,  who  also  attends  to  the  gutters  and  the  cleansing  of  the  streets. 

Piggeries  near  dwelling  houses  have,  as  usual,  been  dealt  with  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  as  also  the  keeping  of  Poultry  in  cramped  and  confined  places  close  to 

houses,  where  they  are  often  a  nuisance  and  a  source  of  annoyance  to  neighbours. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  inspected,  cleansed  and  whitewashed  as  required. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  improvements  made  as  to 
cleanliness,  ventilation  and  drainage  in  conformity  with  the  model  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which  came  into  operation  in  January,  1905,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be 
desired,  especially  as  regards  the  yards  adjoining  the  cowsheds,  which  are  often  in  a  filthy  and 
offensive  condition. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  whitewashing  and  sanitation  attended  to  as 
required.  One  was  ordered  to  be  cleansed  and  whitewashed.  There  is  no  Underground 
Bakehouse  in  the  District. 

Several  Old  Cottages  have  been  whitewashed,  repaired  and  improved. 

Many  of  the  Cottages  are  too  small  and  incommodious  for  the  number  in  the  family,  so 
leading  to  overcrowding,  which  it  is  difficult  to  abate,  as  there  is  a  lack  of  larger  cottages  ; 
this  was  remedied  in  three  instances  by  turning  two  houses  into  one.  Owners  should  be  more 
careful  not  to  let  small  houses  to  large  families.  Several  new  houses  have  been  built  in 
different  parts  of  the  district.  There  is  no  supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  houses,  and 
drainage  sometimes  subsequently  becomes  a  difficulty. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  attention 
given  to  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions  and  to  dwellings  of  Home-workers,  especially  with 
regard  to  infectious  illness,  of  which  there  has  again  been  none  amongst  them  during  the  year. 

When  Infectious  Illness  has  occurred  in  a  house  the  children  have  been  kept  from  school 

by  notice  to  the  teachers. 

The  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district  were  improved  and  put  into  a  good  sanitary 
condition,  with  improved  water  supply,  during  1905.  On  inspection  the  Closets  at  one  school 
were  found  to  require  more  attention. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  District  have  been  made,  both  systematic  and  otherwise,  and 

reports  made  to  your  Council  of  matters  to  be  dealt  with,  which  have  now  been  attended  to.
